Anniversary 
sees residents 
mourn or just 
try to move on 

Residents of fori McMurray 
marked the first anniversary of 
the wildfire that destroyed 10 
per tent of the city with yoga 
classes, picnics by the river or — 
in some cases — nothing at all. 

The fire ignited deep in the 
bush on May 1 and exploded into 
a blaze that forced the evacuation 
of the enti re city two days later. 

More than SO,000 people fled 
as towering frames licked at their 
homes and crackled along the 
only highway out of the city, 

“Everyone needs to do their 
own thing to mark this day. H 
said Melissa Blake, mayor of the 
Wocd Buffalo regional municipal¬ 
ity that includes fort McMurray. 

Blake said more and more 
rebuilt homes are spri nging up. 


“If you drive through the 
neighbourhoods that were most 
impacted, you'll find a buzz of 
activity," Blake said Wednesday. 

“However, these are still the 
early days of our recovery. We 
know that its going to be a much 
longer process them any of us 
would ever want" 

Premier Rachel Motley said it 
was a day to mourn two young 
people who died in a highway 
crash as they fled: Emily Ryan, 
15. and Aaron Hodgson, 19. 

“We also mourn all that the 
fire took from people: their 
hoines, their baby photos and 
all the belongings that helped 
to anchor so manv cherished 

u 

memoriesr she said. 

“It’s important to mark the 
day because tomorrow it starts 
fresh, 1 ' said Leesa McLeod, who 
manages community wellness 
for the mu nicipality s recovery 
task force, “it's almost as though 
it was New Year's Eve and tomor¬ 
row is a fresh day for us.”

Canada may be going grey, but 
Edmonton is bucking the trend 
with one of the highest percent¬ 
ages of millennials anywhere in 
the country, according to new 
census data released Wednesday. 

It’s a trend expected to shape 
Edmonton's future in a big way. 

According to Statistics Canada, 
Edmonton fuis the third highest 
rate of millennials, which they 
define as those aged between 15- 
34. at 29.5 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation, compared to the 25.3 per 
cent national average. 

Saskatoon had the highest per¬ 
centage of millennial at 30.2 per 
cent of the total population, with 
Calgary not far behind at 2S.5 
per cent. The prairie provinces 
were the only ones to have more 
millennials than baby boomers 
{people aged 51-70). 

Statistics Canada senior ana¬ 
lyst Julien BeiardChagnon said 
Edmonton's high percentage of 
millennials is due to higher fer¬ 
tility rates in the west, a higher 
rate of immigration from abroad, 
and interprovindal migration 
from people looking for work 
in Alberta. 

" The feet that Edmonton has 
more millennials than the coun¬ 



try'as a whole still shows there's 
an interest for people to go to 
Edmonton," he said. "So usually 
your labour market is mote dy¬ 
namic than other places in the 
country; you are attracting a lot 
of young workers." 

But that 15-34 demographic, 
a group dominated by students, 
young professionals and trades¬ 
people. also presents different 
challenges for cities, says Ihofes- 
sor Siindeep Agrawal, the director 
of the urban and regional pfen¬ 
ning program at the University 
of Alberta. 

“The millennials tend to be 
mote environmentally friendly, 
more socially oriented ... so you'll 
see them moving more into the 
downtown area, wanting to be 
close to amenities, transit and 
grocery stores," he said. 

Agrawal noted that millen- 


nials in Edmonton tend to have 
higher incomes compared to 
their counterparts in Vancouver 
for example. 

“What that means is they 
would want to buy homes, want¬ 
ing to start a family much soon¬ 
er," he said. 

That will have impacts on 
housing, childcare and health¬ 
care systems. iJerard-Chagnon 
said. 

“If these people have families 
in Alberta, it could put some presr 
sure on kindergartens and even¬ 
tually on schools." 

While Agrawal expects some 
of those millennials will move to 
the suburbs to stmt their family, 
there will still be a high demand 
for affordable housing downtown 
for young families. 

He added that the city has an 
important role to play in encour¬ 


aging this, and the province can 
also contribute with measures 
like rent controls. 

“They could doit through zon¬ 
ing, by allowing more develop¬ 
ments that are more geared to¬ 
wards individuals and smaller 
families * he said. 

But if Edmonton is going to 
maintain its reputation as a 
draw for young people, it's go¬ 
ing to have to keep up with the 
way millennials want to live and 
work, according to City of Ed¬ 
monton Youth Council Chair 
Genoa Di Pinto. 

One of the biggest challenges 
young people face, she stud, is 
finding work that accommodates 
their studies or parent respon¬ 
sibilities. 

“Finding seascmal employment 
a nd even part-time work is a dif¬ 
ficult task For anyone my age.

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Laneway home pilot projects expected 


Edmonton could be in stone for 
new laneway housing projects 
this summer, as the dty prepares 
to further accommodate homes 
that face back alleys. 

City councillors voted Wed¬ 
nesday at the urban planning 
committee to task adminis¬ 
tration with developing pilot 
projects that look at improv¬ 


ing laneway housing, which are 
developments that see garden or 
garage suites abut back alleys. 

On top of that, city staff will 
work on advancing "the laneway 
conversation" as part of discus¬ 
sions with the public ewer Ed¬ 
monton's broader infill strategy' 
said city planner Kalen Anderson, 
during the meeting. 

“1 think we have a good man¬ 
date to do this and good direction 
to explore it," Anderson said, 
regarding the pilot projects, in 
which details have yet to be de¬ 


termined. “This is an opportun¬ 
ity to call out communities that 
are interested, and I 'm confident 
well see a few hands go up. ri 

The push for laneway hous¬ 
ing comes as Edmonton looks to 
increase density in aging inner 
city communities, in an effort 
to see more young people and 
families move in. 

The laneway homes also pro¬ 
vide affordable options for rent¬ 
ers and help homeowners pay 
off their mortgages, according 
to Ashley Salvador with the In¬ 


fill Development in Edmonton 
Association.' 1 it's one of the huger 
pieces of the puzzle on needing 
more but gentle density," said 
Salvador, who’s also studying 
the housing model, 

Planners will return to the 
urban planning committee in 
the summer of 201S to discuss 
the next steps for the overall in¬ 
fill strategy. The pilot programs, 
however, could begin as soon as 
this summer or next spring de¬ 
pending on community interest, 
according to Anderson.

Fire-ravaged 
land begins 
to show signs 
of new life

One year ago Fort McMurruy 
resident Jon Tupper watched 
from his: backyard as ;l fire 
that would soon be dubbed 
The Beast began to devour the 
surrounding Boreal Forest. 

A few weeks ago Tupper 
stepped into his yard again 
with his three-year-old daugh¬ 


ter and breathed a sigh of relief. 

“1 had that moment where 
it was nice out and 1 went 
out there with my daughter, 
tracked! a beer, and for the 
first time in almost a year I 
felt peace, * he said. 

Tupper, and avid gardener, 
said he Felt robbed of el summer 
lastyeEir after the fire destroyed 
any chances of flourishing gar¬ 
dens or crops in the area. 

*We came to what we knew 
to be a beautiful forest and it's 
all burnt down and that hurts 
your soul a little bit." he said. 
"And then none of our own 
plants survived either. 4 ’ 

Tupper said he was able to 
recover a few plants, but gar¬ 
dening came second to fire 
cleanup. 

"You're so busy dealing with 
insurance and trying to get the 


smoke smell out of your bo use 
that you don't have a moment 
of pleasure to just be in the 
outdoors and enjoy it." he said. 

Tupper plans on taking full 
advantage of the growing and 
gardening season this year. He 
said he’s most looking forward 
to growing com — which failed 
to produce last year —in his 
south-facing yard, and digging 
in the dirt with his daughter. 

Although much was de¬ 
stroyed in the fire, new life 
has also risen from the ashes in 
the form of morel mushrooms. 

“They tend to really thrive 
after a fire," he said, adding that 
he and dozens of others from 
a Fort Mac gardening group on 
Face book plan to harvest the 
mushrooms from the forest 
floor as soon as the weather 
permits.

CHANTAL HEBERT ON THE END OF SUNNY WAYS IN OTTAWA 



As Trudeau reaches the midpoint 
in his term, the shine has come off. 


So much for sunny ways? As 
Justin Trudeau’s government 
nears the halfway mark of its 
first mandate, finding some 
willingness to engage in adult 
conversation on either side of 
the House of Commons is al¬ 
most as hard as it was on the 
worst days of the previous 
Conservative government. 

Since the new year, the 
tone has steadily deterior¬ 
ated, and if this week is any¬ 
thing to go by the climate 
is bound to become more 
toxic until Parliament finally 
breaks for the summer. 

In question period, debate 
has essentially defaulted to a 
dialogue of the deaf that al¬ 
lows for little or no reasoned 
arguments. The opposition 
squawks loudly at a flock of 
government parrots. 

This week the government 
rescheduled a Conservative 
opposition day from Thurs¬ 
day to next Monday. The of¬ 
ficial Opposition wants to use 
the time to turn up the heat 
on Defence Minister Harjit 
Saijan for having aggrand¬ 
ized his role in the planning 
of a major military offensive 
in Afghanistan. Conservatives 
and New Democrats have 
spent the week calling for 
his resignation. The liber¬ 
als hope that by next week 
the story will have nm out of 
steam 

All this is unfolding against 


the backdrop of a procedural 
war over a clumsy Liberal at¬ 
tempt to tweak some of the 
miles of the 1 louse to the gov¬ 
ernment’s advantage. Such 
is the bad blood between the 
opposition and the Liberals 
that when the latter waved 
a white flag and abandoned 
their most contentious pro 
posals, none of the other par¬ 
ties would pause long enough 
to claim victory. 

While the parties wrangle, 
the government sfmgglrs to 
advance its legislative agen¬ 
da. Not that it is particularly 
impress ive. The sp ii ng s i tt Lng 
will mostly be remembered 
for broken or missing in ac¬ 
tion liberal promises. 

Take Trudeau’s commit¬ 
ment to give the Parliament- 
a ry Budget Officer more 
independence. The legisla¬ 
tion brought forward by the 
government would instead 
further clip the already short 
wings of the PRO. 

The malaise that has over¬ 
taken Parliament Hill has 
root ranses on both sides of 
the Hot use. 

For all the talk about 
running a more collegial 
operation, Trudeau’s govern 
merit is as centralized as its 
prederessors. Nothing much 
happens without a green 
light from the PMQ. 

Since Donald Trump’s elec¬ 
tion, Trudeau’s inner circle 


has had its hands fill! trying 
to keep up with the changing 
moods of the American 
president. Just last week the 
prime minister’s top aides 
— Katie Telford and Gerald 
Butts — flew to Washington 
in a huny to take stock and!, 
if possible, mitigate a Trump- 
induced NAFTA storm. 

But while Trudeau's brain 
rnist is watching the White 
House, it can’t always have 
its eye on the many other 
halls that a cabinet domin 
ated by political rookies is li¬ 
able to drop. 

l.iberal strategists believe 
the price to pay for having 
dumped the commitment 
to change the voting system 
will not be high in the next 
election. Perhaps, but they 
may have underestimated the 
parliamentary cose of sq tia ti¬ 
de ring a serious amount of 
opposition goodwill and trust 
in the process. 

Trudeau’s reversal accounts 
tor pail of the cement that 
binds the New Democrats to 
the Conservatives in the op¬ 
position battle against the 
Liberal rule changes. 

With the election of Ste¬ 
phen Harper's successor less 
than a month away, the Con¬ 
servatives are not looking to 
tie the hands of their next 
leader. While they pile on an 
embattled minister or engage 
in procedural warfare, they 


are spared having to come up 
with a caucus consensus on 
divisive issues like the future 
of Canada's supply manage¬ 
ment approach to daity and 
poultry, or the government's 
cannabis legislation. 

Over on the NDP side 
Thomas Mulcair’s prolonged 
last hurrah as party leader 
is turning into an outlet for 
a lot of pent-up anger, M uch 
of it is directed at Trudeau, a 
counterpart that Mulcairsaw 
as a political weakling when 
they sat side by side in oppos¬ 
ition and. by all indications, 
still sees him that way now 
that lie is prime minister. The 
animosity between the two is 
not just for show, 

With every passing week 
Mulcair's tone seems to be¬ 
come more strident — to the 
point that it sometimes over¬ 
takes the substance of his 
arguments, On Tuesday, the 
NDP leader had to apologize 
tor calling Liberal House lead¬ 
er Bardish Chagger a buffoon. 

As counterintuitive as it 
may seem, it may take the 
arrival of two permanent 
opposition leaders to bring 
a small measure of sunnier 
ways back to Parliament Hill.

3,000 more people to monitor 
content on the site. 

It's necessary and should be 
applauded. But who will watch 
out for the watchers? 

T here is plenty that is 
troubling in the world, from 
gender-based violence to men¬ 
tal health issues, and these so¬ 
cietal problems are finding an 
audience on facebook. 

Now it comes down to 
a couple thousand people 
working for companies we all 
know — Facebook. T witter. In- 
s La gram — to see the worst so 
the rest of us don't have Eo. 

Facebook already has 4,500 
moderators. That’s nearly a 
quarter of its workforce dedi¬ 
cated to reviewing the photos, 
comments and live videos of 
over 1.23. billion daily users. 

The deluge isn't just cele¬ 
bratory parts or daily life — 
brunches, birthdays and bar 
mitzvahs — but traumas and 
terrors, too. 

In Thailand, a man mur¬ 
dered his baby daughter before 
killing himself all streamed 
live. A Nunavut man streamed 
his desire to die by police; he 
died hours later. And in Mani¬ 
toba, a community is reeling 
idler a teen girl was killed, 
and video appearing to show 


young people attacking the 
victim was shared repeatedly 
on the soda] network, 

The Volume of content is 
overwhelming. And increas¬ 
ingly. the people who delete 
objectionable content are 
overseas in places like the Phil¬ 
ippines. 

Facebook isn’t the only 
company struggling to cope, 
and theirs won't be the only 
employees burdened by the 
work of keeping the Internet 
relatively clean, 

While there is technology 
that identifies child pornog¬ 
raphy, its results must be veri¬ 
fied by human beings. 

In a case filed last Decem¬ 
ber, two men are suing Micro¬ 
soft for Lhe FTSD and related 
mental health issues they say 
they are experiencing alter 
modera ting content lor the 
company. Their task keeping 
Violent images, especially child 
abuse, offthe Internet has, 
they allege, made them unable 
to work and be functioning 
members of their families, 

There isn't yet technology 
to remove the kind of violent 
and damaging live-streaming 
video that Luis been making 
headlines. Companies like Fa- 
cebook have to rely complete¬ 
ly on human staff. 

Facebook does have a pro¬ 
cess to support content review¬ 
ers. But as it hires more people 
— and potentially, more over¬ 
seas support in countries with 
less robust health services — It 
must ensure that the issues it’s 
fighting online don’t end up 
doing more harm in real life.

A new feminist creed for 2017

Two weeks ago, at a panel at 
the Tribeca Film Festival, the 
cast of the new TV series lhe 
Handmaid's Tale was asked a 
question that set social media 
on fire: Did they think the show 
was feminist? 

Answers ranged from dodg¬ 
ing to denial, but ultimately it 
seemed no one on stage wanted 
iheii show—about a dystopian 


society where women have been 
stripped of their - rights and are 
treated like breeding chattel — 
associated with the " Fword? 

Lhimamanda Ngozi Adichie 
has not yet watched lhe Hand¬ 
maid's Tale. But as one of the 
world's most high-profile fem¬ 
inists, she is not surprised by 
the actors' reactions or distan¬ 
cing from the word, especially 
following the Trump election 
in the U.S. 

As the Nigerian-American au¬ 
thor of the cr itically acclaimed 
Half Of A Yellow Sun and Amer- 
icanah, Ad:due's name has be 
come synonymous with that div¬ 
isive F-word. Publicly, it started 
with her 2013 viral 1'HDx talk. 
We Should All Be Feminists. Two 
years later, a bestselling book 
form was published. later, a sam¬ 
ple from her talk made its way 
into Beyonce's song Flawless. 



And that is how a femin¬ 
ist star is bom. 

Adichie's latest book, 
Dear Jjeawele. or A Fem¬ 
inist Manifesto in Fifteen 
Suggestions, started as 
a personal project for a 
friend seeking advice on 
how r to raise her infant 
daughter. The slim book 
reads more like an in¬ 
timate letter than a rigid 
manifesto, but Adichie 
had another purpose in 
mind while writing: “to 
reclaim the w r ord femin¬ 
ism" from those who try 
to use it as a weapon, and 
for those who believe they 
don't fit into a prescribed 
version of what a feminist 
looks or acts like. 

As the mother of an 
IB-mondr-old girl, Adichie 
believes the most difficult 
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Author Chimamanda Ngozi Adichie. 
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and important sugges¬ 
tion is the book's first, 
addressed to Ijeawele: 
"Be a full person" 
Adichie considers 
herself a lifelong fem¬ 
inist, which she traces 
back in pan to the influ¬ 
ence of a strong grand¬ 
mother and aunde in Ni- 
m geri:i. But she didn t learn 
the meaning of the word 
until she was a teenager 
and a boy dismissively called 
her one. Since she was a young 
child, she did know she wanted 
to be a storyteller, always seeking 
out quiet places to write. For her 
many fans, Adichie represents 
a new generation of activists, 
one that loves fashion and can 
become the face of a cosmetic 
line. One that fights against the 
exclusiveness of traditionally 
white Western feminism that 


dismisses anyone who hasn't 
read the right academic Eexts, 
says Adichie. 

Declaring yourself a femin¬ 
ist can take its toll, as Adichie 
learned. She purposely limits 
her exposure to social media 
and clickbiiit. And there ate the 
physical demands: “1 get invited 
to every bloody feminist confer¬ 
ence,' 1 she jokes. She doesn't re¬ 
sent her new role, but rather that 
it's necessary, and that it takes 
time away from her'daughter and 
her much-needed writing time. 

“I'm still a storyteller pri¬ 
marily," Adichie says. ,L J know 
it sounds naive, but 1 want to 
change the world. I want to make 
the word 'feminism' redundant, 
and the movement no longer 
needed."

Retirement a 
good play for 
Penguins star, 
experts suggest 

Concussion specialists say the 
time may Lie approaching for in¬ 
jured Pittsburgh Penguins super- 
star Sidney Crosby to take a hand 
look at not when — but if— he 
should return to the game. 

“When there have been mul¬ 
tiple concussions, the chance of 
having persisting symptoms goes 
up terrifically." said Dr. Charles 
Tatar, the director of the Can¬ 
adian Concussion Centre at To¬ 
ronto Western Hospital. 

“So we’re especially careful 
about helpi ng people avoid fur¬ 
ther concussions. Jf he were an 
amateur, we would probably 
tell him to hang up his skates." 


Crosby suffered what's be¬ 
lieved to be the fourth concus¬ 
sion of his career Monday night 
against the Washington Capitals. 
His return date is uncertain. 

Crosby was out of action for al¬ 
most a year after suffering a pair 
of head injuries in early 2011. 
He suffered another concussion 
last October but only missed two 
weeks of action. Having suffered 
at least four concussions himself 
fqoner NHL forward Keith Pri- 
meau has a good idea of what 
Crosby is going through. 

Head injuries eventually 
forced Primeau from the game 
in 2Q0fr He had tried for over a 
year to get back in the Philadel¬ 
phia flyers lineup but was even¬ 
tually told that it would be best 
if he stopped playing, Primeau 
retired a month later. 

“If J knew then what I know 
now, the decision would have 
been for me to call it quits ear¬ 
lier.’' Primeau said Wednesday.
